SHOT TO DEATH 
IN PISTOL DUEL 
WITH OFFICERS 


Wm, B Horne Fatally Wounded; 
by |. W Reaves Under 
Magnolia St. Bridge 


BELIEVE VICTIM FEARED 
HE WAS BEING HELD UP 


Officers State That He Opened 
Fire First and in the Ex- 
change of Bullets That Fol- 
lowed Horne Was Hit in the 
Abdomen---Rushed to Grady 
Hospital, Where He Died. 


While an aged mother and devoted 
sister, of whom he was the sole sup- 
port, prepared his frugal supper which 
slowly grew cold in the waiting, Wil- 
liam B. Home, 27 years old, of 13 
Bunker street, a clerk of the South- 
ern Express company, iast night lay 
in the Grady hospital, dead from a4 
pfsto] wound inflicted by T. W. Reaves, 
of Hapeville, a detective for the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad. 

The iragedy occurred on the tracks 
of the Central of Georgia road, under 
the Magnolia street viaduct, at 7:20 
o‘elook, as Mr. Horne was on his way 
home. He was accosted by Mr. Reaves 
and R. W. Miller, another detective, 
and, evidently fearing a hold-up, not 
knowing whom they were, commenced 
firing with his own pistol. 

Horn Shot in Abdomen, 


Mr. Reaves returned the fire, the 


of the right side, traversing the en- 
tire body and plercing the stomach 
and intestines. He ran some yards 
and fell to the ground. The Grady 
ambulance was summoned, and the 
unfortunate young man died as he 
was lifted on the operating table. 
“The story of the tragedy, as told by 
the only evye-witnesses, Mr. Reaves 
and Mr. Miller, i as follows: “We 
were under the Magnolia viaduct, 
watching some. cars that were loaded 
with merchandise. ‘There has been a 
good deal of stealing going on there, 
and only iast Thursday night we 
found a man with a lot of stolen 
stuff. which he dropped, and escaped.

DARES SECRETS 
UF CAMURRISTS 


Man Who Confessed on 
Stand for First Time. 


With Expectation of Witness- 
ing the Most Dramatic Scene 
tn the History of the Italian 
Courts, a Great Crowd Gath- 
ered. 


Viterbo, Italy, March 34.—The most 
sensational] session of the trial of the 
Camorrists, who aré charged with 
the murder of Gennaro Cuooccolo and his 
wife, took place today when Gennaro 
Abbatemaggio, the ex-member of the 
murderous gang, who turned state's 
evidence against his former brothers 
in crime, took the stand. The .court 
room was crowded. 

Abbatemaggio, as he was interro- 
gated, stood outside his cage erect, as 
though challenging the world. He 
spoke aloud throughout and endeavor- 
ed to give strength to his arguments 
with dramatic gestures. 

He describeqg the organization of the 
Camorra, its doings, its plan ani 
modes of working. He said he knew 
everything concerning the organiza- 
tion because he was its most active 
member until 1907 and participated in 
all its daring enterprises. 

Enumerates Thefts. 
The witness enumerated thefts ‘e 
had committed with Luiga Arena, who 
sat in the big cage with the other 
prisoners glaring at him and biting nis 
lips. 

Abattemaggio accounted how Gio- 
vam Rapi, treasurer of the Camorra, 
was made receiver of their stolen 
goods. 

When he reached the climax of his 
testimony Abbatemaggio summarized 
Camorra by saying: 

“It is a filthy association.” 

Abbatemaggio said that a year after 
he began his criminal career he was 
promoted to be a Camorrist—a promo- 
tion which sometimes requireqd years 
to attain. Then he added: 

“I was very proud then, just as 
proud as I now am ashamed. I am 
glad to be in prison, for I desire to 
explate all the evil I have done.’ 

To Tell of Cueccolo Murder. 

At the next sitting of the court on 
Tuesday Abbatemaggio will give the 
entire history of the Cuoccolo murder 


and is expected to verify his assertions 


as to the culpability of those accused 
of the crime. 

Throughout his testimony today Ab- 
batemaggio bore himself in a dignt- 
fled manner. He was thoroughly ab- 
sorbed with his mission as informer, 
an] as he re-entered his cage at the 
conclusion of the sting he bowed to 
the jury as though he was ascending 
a throne. 


ROASTED TO DEATH 
UNDER HIS ENGINE 


Engineer Tudor Victim When 


Engine on Florida Limited 
Overturns. 


Tampa, Fla., March 24.—The Sea- 
board Air Line's Florida limited train 
split a switch while coming into Ybor 
City tonight, overturning the engine 
and pinning J. H. Tudor, an engineer, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, beneath. He was 
almost roasted to death, and it was 
necessary to tear all of the flesh from 
one of his arms to extricate him. He 
was so badly scalded he will die. No 
passengers were injured. 

Tudor was learning the road, and at 
the time of the accident was sitting 
behind the regular engineer. The slow 
speed at which tne train was proceed- 
ing saved a disastrous wreck. Out- 
going trains were detoured over the 
Atlantic Coast Line tracks. 


MAIL STEAMER BRUCE 
A HOPELESS WRECK 


125 Passengers and Crew Are 
Safe on Cape 
Breton. 


Louisburg, Cape Breton, March 24. 
With only her funnels showing above 
the water to mark her resting place, 
the Newfoundland mall steamer, Bruce, 
plying between Port-aux-Basques, N. F., 
and Cape Breton ports, is tonight a 
helpless wreck off the Island of Sout- 
ard She struck on a ledge at Port 
Nova Point on the island, 20 miles 
northeast of Loufsbure, at 5 o'clock 
this morning. 


Before she went to the bottom, all 


of the 125 passengers and most o fher 


crew were safely landed. Three mem- 
bers of the crew were reported missing 
tonight and were believed to have per- 
ished, but positive information on the 
point was not avatlablie.

John F. Gaynor is free. 

“Have you anything of value now 
held for you to be used fer your ben- 
efit in the future?” 

Such was the climax of the short 
series of interrogations fired yester- 
day at John F. Gaynor, as he appeared 
before United States Commissioner 
Walter T. Colquitt to procure his re- 
lease fom prison by taking the pau- 
per’s oath. 

“Not a thing; I've spent every damn 
cent!” 

Such was the climax of Gaynor'’s 
replies to his interrogators, following 
which the court cautioned him against 
further profanity. 

Following the release on Wednes- 
day of Benjamin D. Greene, his part- 
ner in the conspiracy and embezzle- 


ment of which they were convicted 
through which they are gaid to 
have defrauded the government of 
several millions, Gaynor, too, . has 
been released from the federal prison, 
where he has served something more 
than three years 

Gaynor—‘‘Colonel Gaynor’ ig the 
way he used to pass—was almost as

to the prison. 
To Get Something to Bat. 

“Where are you going?’ his at- 
torney asked him as he picked up his 
hat. 

“To get something to eat,” he re- 
plied, laconically, ad he walked out of 
the courtroom. 

Gaynor was known as the political 
end of the group against which the 
conspiracy charges were brought. 
Greene was the {business man and 
practical engineer, while former Cap- 
tain Oberlin M. Cafter, in the gov- 
ernment service, approved the work 
done on Savannah harbor and drew 
the checks. 

Colonel Gaynor was a democrat, 
can. Thus they were strong on poli- 
tics, and had opportunity to work 
things at both ends. 

With the final discharge of the two 
men, the famous case passes into his- 
tory. It is not likely it will again 
be heard from, since United States At- 
torney Marion Erwin, who prosecuted 
the cases from the beginning, has an- 
nounced that he will take no further 
action in the matter. 

Took Pauper’s Oath. 

Gaynor was allowed to take the 
pauper’s oath Friday afternoon and 
was thereby freed from any obliga- 
tion to pay the $675,000 fine imposed }: 
upon him at the time of his convio- 
tion on the charge of embezzling gov- 
ernment funds at Savannah. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Marion Erwin interposeq no 
objection to the oath’s being admin- 
istered and the famous prisoner's be- 
ing freed. 

Unlike his partner, Benjamin iD, 
Greene, who was released Wednes- 
Gaynor is a decrepit old man, 
badly broken in_ health. isaomoton 
Ataxia has rendered him. partially 
helpless, and it is doubtful if he could 
have stood the strain of a searching 
examination such as Mr. Erwin sub- 
jecteq Greene to.

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WAR WITH RUSSIA 
FACED GY CHINA 


Over Question of Free 
Trade in Mongolia. 


Private Cables Received by 
London Business Houses From 
the Far East Indicate That 
the Tension Is at Breaking 
Point. 


St. Petersburg, March 24.—Russia is 
on the point of addressing to China 


an ultimatum fixing a date for entire | 


satisfaction of her demands. 

The @hinese replies to Russia’s suc- 
cessive notes dealing with the demands 
of Russia in Mongolia, have been de- 
scribed by the Chinese government as 
coneililatory, but the text in each case 
has been unsatisfactory to Russia, be- 
cause it has evaded the points at issue. 

The last Chinese note received by the 


Russian government consents to the, 


establishment of a consulate at Kob- 
do, whereas, Russia actually demand- 
ded its location at Sharasumo, to which 
place the Chinese transferred the ad- 
ministrative seat of the district. 

The Chinese reply also attempts to 
limit Russia's rights in trade to ar- 
ticles of foreign origin, whereas ths 
treaty specifies that Russia’s right in 
this respect extends to merchandise 
of any origin and coming from any 
country. 

This reply, in effect, also denies the 
right of the Russians to trage in tea, 
which is one of Russia’s most im- 
portant contentions. ‘It also proposes 
to place Russian tradesmen on equal 
conditions with natives. This would 
subject Russians to taxes and imposts 
not contemplated by the treaty. 

The Novoe Vremya, in a leading ar- 
ticle, which betrays the irritation of 
the government, accuses the Chinese 
of mockery, and demands that an ul- 
timatum with a fixed term for its 
satisfaction be sent to China.

MADERO DEFEATS 


FEDERAL TROOPS 


Diaz Forces Lost 2 Hun- 
dred Men in Battle. 


Insurrectos Under the Com- 
mand of General Francisco 
Madero Win Important Vic- 
tory Over the Federals Near 


Chihuahua. 


Presidio, Texas, March 23, via Marfa, 
Texas, March 24.—According to a‘mes- 


Senger who reported to General tose Gai. 


la Cruz Sanchez, in command «* the 
insurgent forces besieging the town of 
Ojinga, today, insurrectos under the 
direct command of Francisco I. Madero, 
have won an important victory in the 
vicinity of the city of Chihuahua, rout- 
ing the federa] troops after 160 had 
been killed and forty taken prisoner. 

The messenger came from je town 
of Falmore, the terminus of the Kan- 
sas City and Orient railroad, the only 
line of communication out of Chihua- 
hua that is not interrupted. 

He could give no further details of 
the reported battle other than that 
American physicians were brought 
from Chihuahua to care for the wound- 
ed, and the statement of an American 
conductor whom he quotes as saying 
that the railroad line as far as the c’ty 
limits were being patrolled by insur- 
gente. Falmore is in the hands of the 
rebels. 

Second Clash Reported. 

Another report received at the insur- 
recto camp today was that in a clash 
at Chocolate Pass in the state of So- 
nora the column of troops commanded 
by General Rabago was defeated. This 
report, however, is without confirma- 
tion. 

The daily battle between the op- 
posing forces at Ojinaga occurred to- 
day at Canada Ancha, a group of build- 
ings a mile from the main federal po- 
sition. 

Twelve soldiers were killeg and three 
rifles were captured. Later in the day 
an attempt to relieve an outpost failed 
and the reinforcements driven back

MADERO Is PREPARING 


TO MAKE DECISIVE STROKE 

El Paso, Texas, March 24.—Seven 
hundred insurrectos have taken up po- 
sitions between Chihuahua and General 
Rabago’s federal forces, according to 
reports from the war zone today. Rab- 
ago is 30 miles north of that city. 

The insurrectos, hearing .of his 
march to relieve the metropolis of 
northern Mexico, hurriedly intervened. 

The insurrectos are part of the force 
of Francisco 1. Madero, the revolution- 
ary president, who fs now said to have 
about 1,500 cavalry. 

With the suspension of constitutional 
guarantees and the threat of instant 
death to any o¢ the men captured in 
arms, Madero, it is asserted by his con- 
fidential agents here, is preparing to 
make a decisive attack with a'view to 
“gaining territory as a base for show- 
ing that a state of war exists in Mex- 
ico,”’ 

Twenty bridges between Juarez and 
Chihuahua have been. blown up within 
the last two days.. Oscar G. Creighton, 
who has had charge of the blowing up 
of railroads, is now at Montezuma, di- 
recting operations in the rear of Ma- 
dero. - : 

No passenger trains have gone out 
of Juarez for more than five weeks 
and telegraphic communication has 
been cut off during that time except oc/ 
casionally for a few hours, 

The building of more fortifications 
about Juarez was’ continued by the 
Mexican troops today, more bags of 
sand being placed about the roofs of 
the main buildings. Companies of in- 
fantry were kept going about the en- 
virons to prevent the approach of in- 
surrectos without warning. 


MEXICANS CROSS BORDER 
TO JOIN THE INSURRECTOS 
Del Rio, Texas, March 34.—It was 
learned here today that during Wed- 
nesday night between fifty and one 
hundred unarmed Mexicans crossed the 
Rio Grande near Del Rio to join the 
insurrectionists. Revolutionary sympa- 
thizers here state that these men se- 
cured ammunition in Del Rio and that 
guns were provided for in advance on 
the Mexican side.

COMMENT OF ANNOUNCEMENT 
FROM REVOLUTIONARY JUNTA 

El Paso, Texas, March 24.—Wide- 
spreaq political reforms in Mexico with 
the abolition of direct federal contro! 
of the jefes politicos and popular elec- 
tion of governors of states are seen 
by the revolutionary junta here in 
the announcement of the resignation 
of the eabinet. 

Whether the cabinet’s retirement 
would have the effect of allaying the 
‘{neurrection, the revolutionary leaders 
would not say. They preferred, they 
said, to await immediate developments 
expected at the Mexican capital. 

The following statement was issued: 

“Tf the insurrection hes had the ef- 
fect of retiring the cabinet, it will 
soon go further and retire Diaz. It 
will have the result ultimately of giv- 
ing to the people a tree ballot, guar- 
anteed under the constitution of 1857.” 

As s00n as the resignation of the 
eabinet became known couriers bear- 
ing messages from Gonzales Garza, 
the revolutionary secretary of state, 
were sent on their way to Francisco I. 
Madero. the ineurrecto president. it 
was intimated that Madero probably 
would not take notice of the cabi- 
net's resignation to the extent of ceas- 
ing hostilities, but would proceed with 
his plan of fighting the federal troops

tion to treat for peace unless forma! 
offers were sent from Mexico City. 

Madero is fighting for the over- 
throw of Diaz and not merely for the 
overthrow of his cabinet, it was 
stated at the junta. 

Not Entirely Unexpected. 

The retirement of the cabinet was 
not entirely unexpected by the revolu- 
tionary leaders, it havrnge been their 
belief that Minister Limantour’s con- 
ference with the insurrecto agency 
in New York and his subsequent trip 
to Mexico City were the preliminaries 
to important developments. 

This was based largely on a tels- 
@ram from Gustavo Madero itn New 
York that Limantour had promised an 
entire change of politics in Mexico. 
Mtnister [LAmantour’s remarks appar- 
ently antagonistic to the insurrectos, 
which he made after arriving in the 
Mexican capital, were regarded as an 
effort to conceal what was about to 
happen. 


ROW THE NEWS WAS 
RBECEIVED AT WASHINGTON 

Washington, March 24.—When Secre- 
tary Norton was fmformed by the As- 
sociated Press of the resignation of 
the cabinet of President Diaz of Mex!- 
co he hurried to the white house to 
tell President Taft. The president 
Was attending a musicaie when he 
heard the news. 

Senor de la Barra, the Mexican am- 
bassador, also informed unofficially, 
said he expected telegrams from his 
government conoerning the resigna- 
tions. 

The resignations of the Diaz cabinet 

as not unexpected in Washington. 
"he state department for some time 
has been receiving private advices 
stating that a change was being con- 
templated by President Diaz. The 
Mexican ambassador has admitted that 
such a contingency was expected this 
week in Mexico City, but he declined 
to comment on the situatfon. 

Dr. Vasquez Gomez, head of the con- 
fidential agency of the Mexican revo- 
futionists here, expressed pleasure at 
the news of the resignation of the 
Diaz cabinet, declaring it was a step 
in the right direction. He added, how- 
ever, “that the revolutionary party 
would prefer to wait and see the kind 
of reorganization that would follow 
in the cabinet before expressing any 
opinion on the effect such action would 
have on the insurrecto movement. 

Dr. Gomez has asserted at different 
times when dircussing probable 
changes in the cabinet that such ac- 
tion alone would not appease the 
revolutionists, but that more radical 
reforms would have to be instituted in 
the governorships of various states.

WAGHD WAR ON GOVERNORS 

New York, March 24.—“We have ex- 
pected something like this all along,” 
said Francisco Madero, Sr., father of 
the insurrecto general, tonight. 

‘It had to come. There is no doubt 
that Limantour will remain in office. 
however, and it ig probable that he will 
construct a new cobinet. Diaz will 
probably remain, but the insurrection- 
ists wish even more changes than in 
the cabinet. 

“Reforms must go all the way back 
to the change of governors of some 
of the states. Some of these, by the 
way, have been in office even longer 
than the president himself.”’

REBELS ATTACK FEDERAL 
POSITION ON TECATE HILL 


Tecate, Lower California, March 24. 
An attack that commenced shortly be- 
fore 8 o’clock tonight from three sides 
on the Mexican federal position on Te- 
cate Hill, by what is reported to be 
a@ force of 150 rebels, continued for 
one. hour and ceased as suddenly as 
it began. There were no casualties 
on the federal side. 

The federal position is on a small 
rock. hill north of Tecate, and the line 
of defense is within 100 yards of the 
American border. Shooting from the 
right, left and center began in a des- 
ultory manner and increased in ra- 
pidity. 

The rebels were very close to the 
federal position, as hullets passed over 
a store about 300 yards north of the 
line. Wire communication was inter- 
rupted for half an hour, and was re- 
Stored as mysteriously as interrupted. 

The federal soldiers are holding 
their position on the hill, and it Is 
impossible to tell whether the rebels’ 
have. retreated or are awaiting foi luy- 
light to resume the attack. 

The federal have had nothing to eat 
for more ‘than twenty-four hours and 
are unable to get supplies from the 
American side. It is believed the fed- 
erals must either surrender or pass 
into American Lines tomorrow if the 
rebels persist in their attack.

The transaction was eald to have 
taken place in Broderick’s saloon in 
Chicago, on June 16, 1909, shortly aft- 
er the election of Lorimer by the Illt- 
nois legislature. 

The conversation of Senators Holst- 
law and Broderick at the St. Nicholas 
hotel in this city on the night of May 
25,1909, the eve ofthe election of Lori- 
mer, in which Holatiaw testified that 
Broderick said there was $2,500 in it 
for him if he voted for Lorimer, a sub-

Boat Reveals Evidence 
of Sea Tragedy. 


Dead Bodies of Captain of the 
Barge Stonington and One 
Sailor in Boat Which Drifted 
AsHore on the Massachusetts

Nantucket, Mags., March 24-—Start- 
vealed at Great Point, Nantucket 
island, today when a dory from the 
barge Stonington, containing the 
bodies of Captain Nelson Davis, of the 
barge, and that of a seaman, together 
with two unconscious sailors, one of 
them the captain's son, drifted ashore.

Un- 
able to attract attention, they decided 
to take to the dory as their one small 
chance of escaping death in the blus- 
tering northwester.

TAKE YOUR OWN CUP OR GO THIRSTY 
RULES NEW YORK BOARD OF HEALTH 


New York, March 24.—After October 
1 it will be unlawful to have a “com- 
mon drinking cup” in any park, public 
building, factory, theater, school, rail- 
roaq station or ferry house in this 
city. A regulation adopted by the 
board of health as an additional sec- 
tion to the sanitary code rates the 
common drinking cup as a pubiic 
nuigance and prescribes penalties to 
prevent its use. 

Commissioner Lederle, in comment- 
ing upon the new ordinance, points 


out that the public drinking cup is 
now regarded as the most dangerous 
carrier of diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
tonsilitis, colds, influenza, tuberculosis 
and other infectious diseases. :

Taking the position that the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking company could 
not, {n leasing the properties to an- 
otuer, assign the charter rights, the 
state atrempted to collect the full tax 
from the lessees, and the present sult, 
now being argued before Judge New- 
man, is an injunction sought by the 
Jessee railroad companies. The suit 
involves taxes on properties worth 
some $14,000,000. 

Two interventions have been filed in 
the proceedings, one by the city of At- 
lanta, and the other by the county of 
Clarke, both desiring to secure their 
share of additional taxes should the 
lessees lose the case.

PUBLIC HEALTH DAY 


Interesting Addresses Are 
Made at the Andito- 
rium. 


Georgia's first public health day was 
observed yesterday in Atlanta by an 
open meeting at the Auditorium, at 
which a goodly number of men, women 
and children were present. 

Joseph C. Logan, secretary of the As- 
sociated Charities, presided at the 
meeting, introducing the speakers, and 
explaining at the opening how the 
health day exercises came tuo be 
planned. 

Dr. Claude C. Smith, city bacteriolo- 
gist, spoke on the dangers of consump- 
tion, the conditions favorable to the 
contraction of the disease, and the 
means by which cures c effected. 
His address was very brief and was 
straight to the point, and interesting 
stereopticon slides served to illustrate 
and emphasize his statements. 

Dr. R. G. Stevens, medical inspector 
of the schools, gave a concise talk on 
what the mother, the teacher, and the 
physician should do to aid every child 
in coming into his birthright, a sound 
body and a sound mind; and he 
brought out the point that care and 
precaution and attention are needed 
for every child, not entirely for the 
benefit of the individual, but for the 
sake of a strong state and with fore- 
thought for the coming generation. 

Dr. R. R. Daly gave a very interest- 
ing talk on the proper use of the nose 
and throat, and Miss Candlish, a 
trained nurse, spoke about “How, 
When and What to Eat.” 

Mayor Courtland Winn had been in- 
vited to make an address, but the pres- 
sure of other engagements prevented 
his being present. 

The Women's Federation of Clubs of 
Atlanta and the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society had charge of the Atlanta 
health day program.

Georgia has demonstrated more en- 
thusiastic interest in “health day” ob- 
servances than has Cordele. But mere

In a 
Similar manner every fish sold _ in 
London must first be inspected in 
Billingsgate market. It was pointed 
out at a meeting that if the plan can 
carried out successfully in the 
metropolis of England. it would sure- 


ly not be too great an undertaking | 


for Atlanta. 

The urgent need of public comfort 
stations also claimed the attention of 
and in thig respect, it 
was sald, Atlanta is far behind other 
first-class cities of the world.

Under this plan the public knows where to accord praise for 
continued good work, and where to place the blame for inefficiency 
and incompetency. :; 

The superintendent of the public schools is the logical man to 
know of the qualifications of the various teachers for the places 
they are filling, and their capacity for further responsibilities. 

He should be a man of profound scholarship, of unimpeacha- 
ble integrity, strong moral character and experience as a teacher. 
Given these qualifications, the present plan of conducting the pub- 
lic school system should prove the ideal one. 

But to obtain the best results, the power lodged in the super- 
intendent to select his subordinates should not be restricted and 
circumscribed by any tacit agreement on part of members of the 
board. He should be left free and unhampered, and judged only 
by results. 

Superintendent Slaton has had long experience in the Atlanta 
public schools, and his ability and scholarship has long been rec- 
ognized by state and national educational associations. 

Since Mr. Slaton assumed charge of the schools, the provision 
for medical examination of pupils has been put into operation, the 
technological branch built up and made more effective, a normal 
school system inaugurated, and the salaries of teachers raised. 

In this connection The Constitution presents elsewhere today 
a table secured by one of its. representatives, showing just what 
has been accomplished for the teachers. 

The salaries of new teachers has been increased from $40 a 
month to $55 a month,‘’and other similar increases have been se- 
cured. No influence has been more active or effective in securing 
this result than Superintendent Slaton. 

While these increases are a cause for gratification, the teach- 
ers are not vet paid what they deserve, or the salaries they must 
receive if the personnel of the teaching force is. to be maintained 
and improved. 

Tt remains a fact, to the discredit of Atlanta, that the teachers 


have not been receiving for the past several years the salaries paid 
thirtv. years ago. 

This condition must be overcome. | ‘ 

If the superintendent of schools is given the power, unham- 
pered by threat or intimidation, to select the most competent 
teachers and the salaries offered are sufficient to attract the most 
competent teachers, the public schools of Atlanta will continue to 
prosper. 

[n all fairness the superintendent should be given authority 
equal to his responsibility, and be judged solely by the practical 
working of the system. 

The motto of the board should be “hands off’ and let the su- 
perintendent demonstrate his ability to run the schools for the good 
of the 21.000 pupils and of the city.

MAINTAINING THE GRANT PARK ZOO. 


No wonder the parsimony of the city toward the Grant Park 
zoological collection is exciting universal protest! 

In the absence of an adequate appropriation for its upkeep, the 
zoo has degenerated so sadly that its very name is now a synonym 
for neglect. 

Not one dollar has been spent in three years for the purchase 
of new specimens. 

One elephant and a cage full of mangy monkeys do not make 
a zoo, any more than one swallow makes a summer. 

Wild animals are somewhat rare and cost a lot of money, or 
they would not be'as attractive as they are to young and old folks. 
Their maintenance requires.a considerable annual outlay for food 
and intelligent keepers. : 

But it is worth the price, and the city can afford to pay it! 

Superintendent Carey, of the parks, and Chairman Puckett, 
of the zoo committee, estimate that for $10,000 the zoo could be 
made to look like something else than the neglected side-show of 
a 10-cent circus. 

Mr. Puckett, in calling attention to the high mortality among 
wild animals kept 1n captivity, said: 


Our present supply is so small that we haven’t animals enough to fill the 
cages. We have put a lone Kansas coyote in a cage all to himself just to keep 
up appearances. We are thinking of putting a Maltese cat in another. The 
bears got so lonely they committed suicide. In a little while we'll be left with 
nothing in the world but a few rabbits and a jotree. 


The little children of A¥lanta, as well as those of older growth, 
want a zoo that will be of educational interest as well as a source 
of pleasant diversion. 

Other cities no larger than Atlanta maintain such a zoological 
collection, and Atlanta is certainty able to support one. 

But it cannot be done without the necessary appropriation. 

Council should take this matter promptly in hand. Accommo- 
dations are already provided at Grant Park for an attractive collec- 
tion of wild animals; but if the city does not act at an early date 
the whole collection will have passed away.

AND EGGS ARE HIGHER 


Just because Faster is me ae 
the market _man is taking advantage 
of the old establishea custom of the 
rabbits laying Easter eggs, and has 
gone up in the price of the same com- 
modity laid by the unpretentious hen. 

“Yes, eggs are 20 cents a dozen,” 
said the market man. And when an 
expostulation was made to the effect 
that eggs sold for 17% cents last 
week, the man ‘who pockets the pub- 
lic’s money remarked that “Easter is 
coming, you know.” But the rivalry 
of the rabbit has not caused the price 
of chickens to go down when they 
are being bought for the sole pur- 
pose of eating them. Hens are still 
selling for 25 cents a pound, while 
frying-size chickens cost the same old 
price of 50 and 60 cents aplece. 

There is nothing new in the mar- 
ket except rye, “and that is to feed 
chickens on instead of people,” the 
market man said in reply to questions 
concerning the specific use of the 
bunches of grass that decorated the 
front of his establishment.

Wesener Says 
Coca-Cola Contains 


1.21 Grains. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 24.—Al- 
though Judge Sanford yesterday ruled 
in the federal court that the coco- 
cola people must disclose the compo- 
sjtion of the mysterious “Merchandise 
No. 5," the principal ingredient used 
in the Manufacture of coca-cola syrup, 
the government was not enlightened 
on that subject today in the hearing 
of the case of the United States 
Against 40 and 20 kegs of 
coca-cola. 

. During histest Iimony, Dr. L. Schaef- 
er, of Maywood, N. J., the manufac- 
turers of “Merchandise No. 5,” stated 
that smoe of the extract of coca and 
kola were used in the manufacture of 
the mysterious concoction. 

Dr. Victor C. Vaughn, dean of the 
medical department of the University 
of Michigan, was the first witness of 
the day, hawing been on the stand 
when sige adjourned last night. On 
cross-@xamination he told of his ex- 
perience in experimenting on guinea 
pigs with caffeine. 

No Effect on Pigs. 

He said he could not discover any 
difference in the condition of the pigs 
which he had given caffeine and which 
he had fed and had given no caffeine 
He said that caffeine was not injurious 
to guinea pigs, but admitted that two 
of the animals died during the treat- 
ment with the drug. He also said 
that one of the pigs which had taken 
no caffetme died during his experiments. 
He would not say positively that caf- 
feine was not a habit-forming drug, 
but was of the opinion that it was 
not. 

Questioned by District Attorney Cox 
in regard to a book, which he had 
Written and which contained the stato- 
ment that caffeine was a poison, Dr. 
Vaughn admitted that there were sev- 
eral things in hts book which were 
not true, and many subjects treated of 
which he had no knowledge. 

Dr. I. Schaefer, of Maywood, N. J., 
whose company manufactures ‘Mer- 
chandise No. 56,” the principal and se- 
cret ingredient of coca-cola, and which 
he sells to the Coca-Cola company of 
Atlanta. was called to the stand. He 
gave the process of making ‘Mer- 
chandise No. used in the coca-cola 
syrup. He stated that t article con- 
tained a portion of both %ca and kola. 

“Merchandise ‘N« \5."” 

He stated that in t {king that 
substance’ that to nf \ hundred 
gallons of diluted alcoho: jin’ reality 
California wine, he used “$6 pounds 
of coca leaves and 125 pounds of cola 
nuts, from all of which the. entire 
amount of cocaine and associated al- 
kaloids weré extracted, the alcohol 
being of a strength represented in 20 
per cent.. The cocaine and alkaloids 
extracted were only one-twentieth ov 
‘the entire weight of the coca leaves 
and cola nuts. Machinery is used for 
the percolating process in the manufac- 
ture, and the infusions are combined 
mechanically and chemically. 

The Coca-Cola Company uses 15 gal- 
lons of the resulting “Merchandise No. 
5° to 1,250 gallons of the _ finished 
syrup. 

John M. McCandless, of Atlanta, 
analytic chemist, said he had analy- 
zed twenty-five cups of *offee obtain» 
ed at various restaurants in Atlania 
ang found an average of 1.91 grains 
of caffeine to the cup. He said he 
had not analyzed coca-cola. 

Dr. MeCandless was confronted by 
an article he hag written and which 
was published in The New York Ob- 
server in 1909, while Dr. McCandless 
was state chemist for Georgia, ‘in 
which he said, with reference to the 
analysis of coca-cola, “the worst thing 
I found in coca-cola was caffeine.” 

The presentation of this article evi- 
dently confused the witness. 

Dr. A. Wesener, of Chicago, who 
qualified as a chemist and pharma- 
cist, said he had analyzed coca-cola 
and found it to contain 1.21 grains of 
caffeine to the glass. He said he did 
not think caffeine is a poison. Dr. 
Wesener is the first of the experts 
vet examined who has said that caf- 
feine is not a poison. Dr. Wesener's 
testimony had not completeq when 
court adjourned.

FLEEING BANDITS 


Less Than $500 Secured 
in Kansas Robbery. 


Federal, State and County Offi- 
cers Are Scouring the Coun- 
try for Traces of Robbers. 
Thought to Be on Way to 
Oklahoma. 


Coffeyville, Kan., Maroh 24.—Federal 
officers tonight joined in the search 
for the four masked men who early 
this morning blew up with nitrogly- 
cerin and robbed the express safe of 
the northbound passenger train No. 104 
of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern railroad on a prairie, twelve 
miles south of here. 

Tt was discovered late today that 
several packages of registered niail 
had been stolen. The officers imme- 
diately hurried here from Kansas City. 
The value of the stolen mail is be- 
lieved to be small. 

Passengers on 
molested. 

No clew to the identity of the rob- 
bers has been found. Federal officers, 
five railroad detectives and Sheriff 
William Gillespie, of this city, have 
been running down rumors all day, and 
are out again tonight. 

It is now believed the bandits headed 
for Oklahoma in a buggy after thes 
had committed the robbery. 

Only $500 Stolen. 

Farly reports were that about $20,000 
was taken from the wrecked safe. H. 
W. Walker, superintendent of the Pa- 
cific Express Company, with headquar- 
ters in Kansas City, said tonight the 
total monetary loss, including the paper 
money that was destroyed by the ex- 
plosion, would¢rot be more than $500. 
He doubts if thesrobbers got more than 
$100, if they got anything. 

Four charges of nitroglycerin were 
used. The last explosion tore off the 
door of the safe and scattered its con- 
tents broadcast. 

Engineer Describes Robery, 

James Lynch, the engineer in charge 
of the train, tonight told the gtory of 
the robery. 

“Shortly after we left Lenapah. Ok- 
lahoma, for Coffeyville,” he said, “T 
Faw two men riding on the ‘blind.’ 
Turning the engine over to the fire- 
man, Il crawled back over the coal and 
ordered them to get off the train. After 
a few words of argument both men 
drew revoivers. They forced me to 
climb back into the cab, ang then, cov- 
ering both the fireman and myself, or- 
dered me to stop the train at a cross- 
ing three miles north of Lenapah. As 
we approached the crossing. I saw two 
men standing in the center of the 
track. ‘Stop here,” said one of the rob- 
bers. I stopped. 

“Still covered by revolvers, my fire- 
man and I were compelled to dismount 
from the engine, go to the express tar 
and ask Express Messenger Russell to 
open the door. When the messenger 
did as requested. he was forced to 
One of the rob- 
bers went inside and the other kept his 
revolver trained upon us. 

Kept Up Constant Fusiliade. 

“Two of the gang stationed them- 
selves on either side of the tender and 
kept up a @onstant fusillade of firing 
down the sides of the train. No one 
ventured from the coaches and all we 
had to do was to keep quiet and watch 
the operations 

“After the first shot of nitroglycerin, 
which blew only the outer door of the 
safe, the cracksman of the gang asked 
for a coal pick. Moore, the “fireman. 
was marched to the engine to get the 
implement. The robbers had previous- 
ly compelled us to turn out all the 
lights in the engine, and in searching 
for the pick it wag necessary to have 
some light. Moore asked permission 
to open the door to the engine's firebox. 
which the robber consented to. Moore 
got a go0d look at the robber. Moore 
Bays he would be able to identify the | 
man.”

CUMMINS ASSAIL 
RECIPROCITY PACT 


Insists in Address in Des 
Moines That Agree- 
ment Be Amended. 


Des Moines, Iowa, March 24.—Sena- 
tor A. B. Cummins, in an address to- 
night to 400 members of the Grant 
Club, assailed the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement and insisted that the agree- 
ment should be amended in important 
particulars before it is ratified by this 
country. 

Senator Cummins said the Canadian 
agreement proposes to put on the free 
list certain products of the farmers and 
he intended to propose amendments 
which would put on the free list, so far 
as’ imports from Canada to America 
are concerned, a number of manufac- 
tures, such ag cotton and woolen cloth- 
ing, meats, flour, sawed boards and 
planks, manufactured irwn and steel, 
agricultural Implements, etc.” 

Senator Cummins insisted that the 
amendments he proposed in enlarging 
the free list would be properly offered 
for the reason that Canada cannot and 
will not object to them and their adop- 
tion will not bring within the operatton 
other countries under “the favored na- 
tion” clause, whereas if not offered as 
amendments they might do so.

Robison, owner of the St. Louis Na- 
tional League Baseball Club, died of 
blood poisoning at the home of his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Frank de Haas Rob- 
ison, today.

UTTER STAGNATION 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


' Smallest Day’s Business Since 


July, 1908---Only 152,000 
Shares Sold. 


New York, March 24.—The inscruta- 
ble movement of the stook market for 
many days was not disturbed today. 
Wal] street has found it the more baf- 
fling because there have been few hap- 
penings to explain even such siignt 
movements ag have occurred. Traders 
were more inclined to take the Dear 
side, although that meant little, as 
they have asaumeg no positive position 
for weeks and were as cautious as 
ever today. There was 4 gentile and 
tentative drift downward during most 
,of the session. 

To say that all previous records for 
dullness on the exchange this year 
were broken giveg but a slight con- 
ception of the utter stagnation which 
prevailed. Professional operators were 
so discouraged that many of them 
quit by noon, to remain aw for the 
rest of the week. The total for the 
day was only 152,000 shares, 
is the smallest day’s business since 
July, 1908. 

Further activity of the war depart- 
ment may have been responsible for 
the weakness of Mexican railway 
shares, although the Mexican affair is 
still ignored &s a real factor in the se- 
curitieg market. Canadian Pacific, 
which fell back at last after its long 
climb to new high records, Abalga- 
mated Copper, American Gmelting and 
Chesapeake and Ohio were weak spots 
in the list. The street's view of 
changes, which are in progress in con- 
trol of the Gould properties, were 
shown b ya sudden rise of a point in 
Missouri, Pacific, when it was an- 
nounced that a prominent member of 
the executive force of that road was 
to withdraw when a new president has 
been installed. 

More circuméstantial detatis dealing 
with efforts of American bankers to 
list Atchison on the Paris bourse 
point to a successful outcome of those 
negotiations.

The census bureau report of last 
Monday made a good many people be- 
lieve that the crop is at least 12,500,000 
bales, whereas previous to the issu- 
ance of that report there was an idea 
in some quarters that it might turn out 
to be 132,000,000 bales or less.

favorable, Some of the Fall River milis 
have latterly been Passing their divi- 
dends or else reducing them.
